lEstimates Place Loss
In Hendrick Garage

At About $10,000
Fire Marshal Nicholson today esti-

mated tho damage done by flro last
night to tho automobile salesroom and
'garage ol Davis S. Hendrick, in the
Buildrs' Exchange building, H street,
between Thirteenth and Fourteenth
streets northwest, at 910,000.

Of this amount, the Are marshal
places tho damage to five automobiles,
including two busses used by the city
postoffice for collecting mall, at $8,800.
Tho damage to tho building was $1,200.

The fire started shortly before 11
o'clock, and was caused by "back Are"
from one of the mall busses Igniting thegasolene in the cArburetor. William
Crocker, the driver, was cranking thecar at the time. The flames spread so
lapldly that thero was no opportunity toget any of the automobiles out, althougn
two other men were working In thogarage at the time.

At the time the fire started about 130
members of the Builders' Exchange anddelegates to the conventl6n of tho Na-
tional Association of Builders' Ex-
changes were enjoying a buffet supper
"n mo secona noor or me building, di-
rectly over the automobile establish-
ment. As soon as they discovered that
tho building was on Arc, they took their
coals and hats and haslllly left tho
hall.

When tho flro started, Crosker who
had been cranking the machine, ran to
the salesroom in the front part of the
building. The front door was locked
and tho flames cut off all means of es-
cape in the rear. He was almost over-
come by smoke, when Macomb Payne,
a colored helper, ran around to the
font, broko the glass in tho door, andgot him out.

Two new automobiles in tho salesroom
were not damaged. Insurance covers
the entire loss.

The one-etor- y frame- - storo of Louis
Alexander, in Fifteenth street, Lincoln-vill- e,

was destroyed by Are last night.
Tho loss was about 91,000. No one was
in the Btore when the flro started. An
overheated chimney is believed to have
caused the blaze.
